NTS PEACE-- 


War was a terrible mistake for our people. 


A GALLUP POLL reports that 96 per cent of the Amer- 
jean people insist that the United States must stay 
out of the war. 

On no other issue, declare the managers of the Sur- 
vey, has there ever been such sweeping unanimity through- 
out the nation. No wonder that the New York Times 
suppressed thé news in its morning editions. 

The American people want no 1917 repetition of 
trenches and horrible death for their sons. They want 
peace for America. 

But while the people yearn for peace, Washington 
and Wall Street prove by every word and deed that they 
conspire for the spread of war, There is a gulf between 
the popular will for peace, and the goal toward which 
Roosevelt’s policy is driving. 

Has the Roosevelt government performed one single 
action to halt the present war? Has it taken a single 
step to keep it from spreading? On the contrary, its 
every word and action have acted in the opposite direc- 
—— It has taken care that the war fires do not die 


In Europe, the Administration rushes aid to the 
Anglo-French allies in defense of their empire. In the 
Far East, the Government does nothing to halt the brutal 
invasion of China, while Wall Street reaction seeks to 
bribe Japan into a war against the USSR with promises 
of a conquered and dismembered China. 

In its eagerness to turn the Anglo-German war into 
a joint anti-Soviet war, reaction gambles the fate of 
America in the cynical intrigues of the British War Office 
with the Mannerheim-Ryti puppets of Finland. 

After three years of stony indifference to the prayers 
of bleeding Republican Spain, the Administration has be- 
come a leading world sponsor of the imperialist puppets 
operating their provocative conspiracy at the borders of 
the Soviet Union. Does this conform to the deep desire 
of the American people to stay out of war? It flouts that 
desire, and is intended to defeat the popular will for peace.

This popular desire for peace is the main obstacle in 
the path of the Washington-Wall Street policy. Both 
Washington and Wall Street are worried about it and 
are determined to overcome it. 


This is the real explanatior ‘or the amazing news- 
paper campaign of fake “atro.ity” propaganda aimed at 
the Soviet Union. This explains why Roosevelt has osten- 
tatiously announced that he will present the January 
Congress with a program for more direct financial help to 
the ex-Czarist butcher, General Mannerheim of Finland. 
It explains, also, why the bitterly reactionary press like 
the Herald Tribune editorially demands that the United 
States go beyond “moral indignation and few pennies 


credit,” in aiding the Finnish war provocation against 
the U.S.S.R.

We must warn our fellow-Americans that their hope 
for peace is endangered by this illusion, so like the illu- 
sions of 1914-18, that the Anglo-French imperialists have 
interests for which American youth must die, that Ger- 
man fascism must be nourished with the blood of the 
German youth. 

Must mankind again be drenched in blood before it 
awakens to the truth about the greedy rivalries among 
the London, Wall Street, Paris, Berlin, Tokio finance 
monopolists ? 4 

As the price of the lies of 1914-18, more than 10,- 
000,000 dead rotted on the battlefields, before humanity 
said—enough! For what? America now knows that this 
was a ghastly betrayal of mankind. Must it be again 
before the truth shines forth? 


In 1917, they spat upon Debs, Browder, Haywood, 
Ruthenberg and the working class fighters against the 
imperialist war. In 1917, maddened by the maniacs of 
the press, jingo mobs, lynched the brave men who cried 
out against the falsehoods of the World War. Today, 
their truth has been accepted by the vast majority. 


The anti-war minority was right in 1917. They were 
right when they warned the American people that the 
Palmer raids, the Espionage Acts, the anti-alien madness, 
were a menace to the democratic liberties of the nation. 
The anti-war forces are right today about the war; they 
are equally right about the newest menaces of red-baiting 
persecutions, “foreign agent” frauds in the press. Must 
we go through hell and torture before we find out that we 
have been betrayed once more by the devilish poisons of 
“atrocity” propaganda injected into our minds by Wall 
Street and Washington war-makers?

Amid the universal horrors of the World War, the 
Soviet Union was born as a revolutionary protest against 
the useless slaughter.

Spain Reliet Group 
To Ship Christmas Aid 


The first 1939 Christmas ship- 
ment of relief to Spanish refugees 
will leave New York for France on 
Sunday aboard the S.. Jean L. D. 
of the French Line, according to 
an announcement made today by 
the Spanish Refugee Relief Cam- 
paign, 381 Fourth Ave. 8 

The shipment, the first of sev- 
eral scheduled to go between now 
and Dec. 25, includes 200 blankets 
and quilts, 1,100 pairs of shoes, 500 
pounds of baby feod, and 21 large 
bales of winter clothing for men, 
women and children. The value of 
the shipment is estimated at $4,000. 


In view of reports to the effect 
that relief materials, including a 
mobile medical. dispensary sent to 
France for the use of the Spanish 
refugees by the American organiza- 
tion, were recently confiscated by 
the French Government, the Span- 
ish Refugee Relief Campangn plans,

tor adequate guarantees from the 
French Embassy in Washington, 
that this shipment will be allowed 
to reach its destination, and will 
be used for no other purpose than 
the relief of the Spanish refugees. 
It is expected that such guarantees 
will be forthcoming. 

In announcing the shipment, Dr. 
Herman F. Reissig, Executive Sec- 
retary of the Campaign, said that 
nearly 200,000 men, women and 
children are at present in the con- 
centration camps of France, and 
that their plight, which is already 
severe, is becoming almost unbear- 
able with the advent of winter.

Unemlopyment and lack of pur- 
chasing power are the root of the 
Amercian industrial evil, Mr. Hill- 
man told the consumers’ meeting 
There is, unfortunately, a sharp 
contrast between America’s pro- 
ductive capacity and its lack of 
ability to consume. 

Quoting the National Resources 
Committees report on consumer 
expenditures in the United States, 
Mr. Hillman showed that two- 
thirds of the population, which 
earns $1,450 per year or less, is un- 
able to purchase enough to supply 
its needs and goes into debt. This 
indebtedness, he said, amount to 14 
per cent, or one-seventh of its total 
expenditures. 

“The Wages and Hours Lew. is 
but a modest effort toward over- 
coming the lag in purchasing con- 
sumers’ goods. Mr. Hillman pointed 
out. “Even when the #-cent an 
hour minimum goes into effect, 
generally, it will yield, for 50 weeks“ 
employment, only $800 per year. 
This $800 a year will be top for the 
lower one-third of our nation.”

DES MOINES, Dec. 8.—A con- 
ference of unions in both the AFL 
and the CIO will meet here Sun- 
day to combat the state's reac- 
tionary criminal syndicalism law 
and promote defense of labor pris- 
oners in court. 

The conference grows out of uni- 
fed defense of William Sentner, 
CIO leader. Sentner was con- 
victed under the dormant criminal 
syndicalism law of Iowa for tak- 
ing part in the leadership of the 
strike at the Maytag Washing Ma- 
chine Co. in 1938. He was fined 
$2,500, or, in lieu of that, must 
serve 750 days in prison. The case 
is being appealed.

A revised dues system to go into 
effect January 1, was given almost 
unanimous approval in special

All labor should take cognizance 
of the notorious Sentner Case in 
Iowa. William Sentner, of St. 
Louis, leader of the Maytag 
Washing Machine Co. strike at 
Newton, Ia., last summer, has been 
fined $2,500 on a charge of “crim- 
inal syndicalism.” Unless the fine 
is paid, Sentner must serve 750 
days in jail, says Judge W. 8. 
Cooper. 

This is the first time, since the 
mad orgy of Atty. Gen. Mitchell 
Palmer 20 years ago that a war- 
time sedition act has been in- 
voked in a strike case. The lowa 
law passed to curb the L. W. W. 
during the World War. 

What were the facts in the May- 
tag strike? 

The workers organized in 1937 


and won an agreement. The best | 


of relations prevailed between the 
company and its 1,600 employes — 


until April 1, 1938, when a new 
agreement was sought. The com- 
pany demanded a Labor Board 


election and the workers agreed. 


The union was victcrious, 1,188 to 
289. 


Maytag then shocked the work 
ers by demanding « 10 per cent 
wage cut, plus another 10 per 
cent slash in 60 days “if neces- 
cary.” The workers offered to ac- 
cept the cut providing it was re- 
stored if and when the company 
showed a fair profit. (Was that 
a “seditious” attitude?) The com- 
pany refused and the union of- 
fered to arbitrate (hardly a “sedi- 
tious” proposal). Maytag not only 
refused to arbitrate, but autocrat - 
it.” The plant was closed for 90 
days. 

A “citizen's committee” launched 
a back-to-work movement, with 
all the viciousness of the Mo- 
hawk Valley” sitrike-smashing 
recipe, but the workers stood 
firmly.

President Roosevelt’s criticism of Gov- 
ernor Bricker on account of the mass starva- 
tion in Cleveland and other Ohio cities, does 
not come from a source which is entirely 
blameless.

Justice Department Comes 


To Rescue of Profiteers 


Assistant Attorney General Thurman 
Arnold is supposed to be in charge of anti- 
trust prosecution, but you would never know 
it from his actions. 


First he attempts to twist the anti-trust 
law completely out of its purpose and use 
for a drive against the trade union move- 

wment. And now he rushes to the defense 
of the very trusts he is supposed to prose- 
cute, just when they are under the sharpest 
attack from the people. 


Arnold’s statement that he opposes legis- 
lation to curb profiteering is indeed strange. 
Certainly the people do not want action 
against the trusts merely because of their 
size, but because of their abuses. And of 
all the abuses by the trusts—especially dur- 
ing this war period—profiteering is one of 
the worst. 

Arnold attempts to surround the subject 
of anti-profiteering legislation with a lot of 
mystery, like: “such legislation would tend 
to increase prices rather than control them.” 


But there is no mystery about heavy 
taxes on profiteering as one method of deal- 
ing with the situation. This would be simple 
and effective—too effective apparently, to 
suit Mr. Arnold and the Department of 
Justice. 

With persons high up in the Administra- 
tion rapidly giving way before the war- 
makers, it becomes clear that the fight 
against profiteering will have to be con- 
ducted by the unions, housewives, in fact 
by all the organizations of those who suffer 
most from run-away prices. 


Fighting the ‘Anti-Alien’ 
Hysteria 


» The announcement by the American 
Committee for the Protection of Foreign 
Born of its forthcoming conference will 
meet the enthusiastic approval of all demo- 
cratic Americans, The conference is to be 
held in Washington, D. C., March 2 and 3. 

Dr. William Allan Neilson, president- 
emeritus of Smith College, and co-chairman 
of the Committee of 100 sponsoring the con- 
ference, said appropriately : 

“Efforts are being made to divide the American 
people by advocating the deportation of non-citizens 
and antagonism against the foreign-born. Non- 
citizens are being denied jobs and are being threat- 
ened with registration, finger-printing and concen- 
tration camps. More than seventy so-called anti- 
alien bills pending ir the Seventy-sixth Congress 
indicate the manner in which the attacks upon 
the freedom of non-citizens can be used to destroy 
the constitutional rights of American citizens as 
well.” 

Already several of the anti-alien bills 
have passed Congressional committees, and 
some have even gotten by one House. These 
measures are a diabolical threat to the en- 
tire labor and progressive movement, and 
they are handy weapons in the hysteria to 
push America into wer. Meanwhile, the real 
sentiment of the people toward these meas- 
ures was reflected in the recent decision of 
a Federal District Court which voided the 
Pennsylvania State Alien Registration Act. 

The Federal government itself is con- 
tributing to the present alien-baiting drive. 
For its own “foreign agent” scare creates 
the unhealthy soil from which the vicious 
anti-alien bills spring. 


Dies Picked 
The Right Man 


The news that Rep. Dies is to call Leon 
Trotzky as a star witness before his un-

days. It serves not only the peace of Chile, 
and other Latin-American peoples and coun- 
tries, but that of the United States as well. 

It is all the more important because it 
was done against the frightful pressure of 
the Roosevelt administration which is driv- 
ing toward war..When Sumner Welles or- 
ganized the recent Pan-American conference 
it was to hold the big stick of Yankee im- 
perialism over the Latin-American countries, 
to put the screws on them for the adminis- 
tration’s drive toward war. 

The present plan of the administration 
to force a war-inciting statement from the 
Americas against the peaceful Soviet Union 
in the Finnish situation is not sudden. The 
conference shows that Roosevelt planned two 
months ago to make the Latin-American na- 
tions the pawn of the administration’s war 
moves. But even at this conference, as the 
Chilean government points out, “the will of 
the American countries not to be involved in 
the European conflict was expressed.” The 
action of the Chilean government truly ex- 
presses that will. 1 

But Chile has not only acted for peace, 
it has struck a powerful blow for its own 
national independence and that of its sister 
countries. The “Good Neighbor” policy has 
become ancient history, ground underfoot by 
the Hoover-Coolidge dollar diplomacy which 
the Roosevelt administration has embraced.

The plan now is to batter down the living 
standards of the Latin-American peoples 
even lower, as a part of the administration’s 
war policy. The effort to high-pressure an 
anti-Soviet war statement out of Latin-Amer- 
ica represents another attempt to rope in 
these countries under Wall Street domination 
and to hamstring their national indepen- 
dence. 

Like a rapier thrust, the Chilean state- 
ment exposes the crass demagogy of the 
administration’s call for joint American ac- 
tion against the Soviet Union when it refers 
to the fact that no such joint action was 
solicited concerning “Austria, Czechoslovakia, 
Poland,” and other victims of fascist aggres- 
sion. Certainly if any action was needed to 
defend the independence of Latin-American 
countries, it was the case of Spain. But to 
the shame of the U. S. government it took 
no action—except to strangle Spain with an 
embargo, and then to rush, with indecent 
haste, to recognize the butcher Franco. 

Finally, this once more sets to rest the 
incessant vilifications of the imperialist war- 
mongers against the Popular Front. They 
lied that the Popular Front leads to war. 
But it is plain here that the Popular, Front 
government—of all the labor and progressive 
forces of Chile, including the Communist 
Party—has made the most powerful con- 
tribution to peace of any country in the 
Western Hemisphere. 

Chile has set the sort of example and 
done the sort of service which is most needed 
for the peace of the Americas in these crucial 
times.

Question— What are the aims of American imperial- 
ism in the present war? And is the Roosevelt Admin- 
istration a pro-war government? 

Answer The great bankers and industrialists, whd 
are the backbone and moving force of American im- 
perialism, are busily exploiting the war situation to 
their own advantage. Their war aims may be briefly 
summed up in the sphere of foreign policy that they 
aim to reap huge profits from the sale of arms and 
munitions to the warring powers; to grab off the 
markets of their chief imperialist creditors, England 
and Germany, while the latter are “elsewhere en- 
gaged”; to bring all of Latin America under American 
domination; to enter the present war if and when it is 
most favorable to their imperialist interest to do 80, 
and, last, but of central importance, to move toward 
the organization of a general capitalist war against 
the Soviet Union, and this war policy already expresses 
itself in the domestic field by plans to intensify the 
exploitation of the masses by raising prices ana speed- 
ing up the workers; to weaken the trade union and 
ether mass democratic organizations of the people; to 
undermine existing social security legislation; to slash 
away popular civil liberties; and to create a generally 
reactionary atmosphere so that they can secure com- 
plete control of the government in 1940.
